IWO JIMA STAMP WILL BE ISSUED ON JULY 11th 





Canada Jubilee Proofs 
Bring $436 In Auction 
Of Thomas Collection 





A set of plate proofs of Canada’s 
1897 Jubilee issue in horizontal 

airs brought $436 when the spec- 

lized Canada collection of Capt. 
Ernest Thomas was autctioned in 
London May 7 by H. R. Harmer. 
These proofs were in issued col- 
ors on India paper, and some were 
slightly thinned. 

An uncatalogued variety of the 
1898 2c map stamp, printed only 
in gray-black, with t®o colors 
omitted, and in a superb unused 
imperforate block of four, reali- 
zed $124. 

Several lots of the later imper- 
forates fetched outstanding prices: 
3c bright vermillion of 1888-97, a 
horizontal pair on cover, $44; 5c 
brownish gray, same issue, unused 
block of four, $76; 20c vermillion 
of 1893, block of four with o.g., 
$84 (catalogue $40); 50c deep blue 
of 1893, unused, $44 (catalogue 
$10); 20c dull brown Quebec Ter- 
centenary, superb unused block of 
four, $124; 5c airmail of 1928, 
superb o.g. block of four, $290. 

Among the early imperforates 
of the 1852-57 issues, these prices 
were note@: 6p slate violet, thin 
wove, used, $100 (catalogue $45); 
6p greenish black, used, $108 (cat- 
alogue $35): 6p gray violet, thick 
hard wove, used, $78; 10p bright 
blue thin wove, used, $64 (cata- 
logue $60); 10p dull blue, used, 
$66 (catalogue $60); 10p Prussian 
blue, medium wove, used, $68; 
10p blue of 1857, on stout hard

In the 1859 issue, a used 10c 
black brown was sold for $66 
(catalogue $50), and a 17c slate 
blue, unused, for $62 (catalogue 
$60). 

An imperforate unused pair of 
the 2c bright rose of 1864 made 
$108 (catalogue $100). The 1868 
Dominion set on thin paper, all 
unused, fetched $120° (catalogue 
$131). A used block of six of the 
1868-72 1214c pale dull blue real- 
ized $68 (catalogue $18 as sing- 
les). An unused 15c lilac-gray of 
1873-78 brought $40. 

An inverted surcharge of the 
1899 2c on 3c, unused, went for 
$68 (catalogue $60). An inverted 
surcharge of the 1932 6c on 5c 
airmail, in an o.g. block of four, 
sold for $144 (Scott, $110), and a 
rare triple surcharge of the same 
stamp in a mint block of four 
brought $280 (Scott, $200).

Australia May Issue 
Roosevelt Mem. Stamp 


Sydney: There is every possi- 
bility Full Cabinet in Canberra on 
Tuesday will consider striking a 
special memorial postage stamp as 
a national tribute to President 
Roosevelt. 

Usually a decision of this nature 
would be made by the Postmas- 
ter General (Senator Cameron), 
but it was stated in Sydney poli- 
tical circles that the occasion be- 
ing such a special one the final 
decision would probably be made 
by the whole of Cabinet. 

The suggestion that a_ special 
stamp be issued was made by the 
Mayor of Coolangatta (Alderman 
S. W. Winders), well-known 
Queensland philatelist, who sug- 
gested the design should show a 
full face portrait of President 
Roosevelt flanked on either side 
of AIF and American soldiers 
with the two countries’ flags 
crossed in a V above the words 
“Australia” and “Roosevelt, 1882- 
1945.” 

He said there was no official 
bar to the use of a President’s 
portrait on an Australian stamp 
despite the generally accepted 
idea that no portrait other than 
that of Royalty can appear on 
stamps of Britain and her Dom- 
inions. 

If the Cabinet agenda on Tues- 
day is too crammed to enable dis- 
cussion to take place on the issue 
of this stamp, question on the is- 
sue will be asked in the House of 
Representatives on Thursday.—

The Reme- 
gan Bridge stamp suggested 
for the Army would be a part 
of this series. It would seem 
improbable that the Marine: 
stamp should be issued with- 
out a definite determination 
to issue stamps for the other 
branches of the service and 
if the Armed Forces are to be 
honored thus, those other 
branches of our War Machine 
can hardly be overlooked, thus 
we might hope for several new 
stamps in quick succession, 

Would not this also be an 
opportune time to put forth 
that Red Cross Blood Plasma 
stamp long ago promised, but 
seemingly forgotten. 











Interest In First Day 
Covers Is Booming; Says 


Samples of the special cacheted 
envelopes for the coming Roose- 
velt Memorial stamps are at hand 
from the Cachet Craft Cover Ser- 
vice of 32 Eden Street, Framing- 
ham, Mass. These are attractive 
envelopes, consisting of a match- 
ed set of four for the four differ- 
ent stamps and an extra special 
envelope for the set on one cover.

Word from Mr. Leo August 
of the Washington Stamp Ex- 
change of Newark, N. J., suggests 
the probability that it may be a 
Bank Note Company printing and 
we are inclined to believe that 
this may be the plan since it offers 
such a splendid opportunity for 
the Post Office Department to 
kill two birds with one stone by 
supplying this Iwo Jima stamp 
and a stamp with the American 
Flag in colors in a single stamp. A 
stamp of this latter type has been 
among the requests of collectors 
for years past and we hope to see 
this new stamp fill that demand 
also. 

Word also comes from Mr. W. 
B. Doffermyre of Washington con- 
firming the issue of this new 
stamp.

Marine Postal Service 
On The Detroit River 


The Marine Delivery Service on 
the Detroit River, which is opera- 
ted as a part of the Postal System 
of the Detroit Post Office, was in- 
augurated June 17, 1895. The ser- 
vice was designed to afford ves- 
sel owners, masters and crews of 
vessels plying the Great Lakes as 
nearly as practicable, the advant- 
ages in the use of the mails that 
are enjoyed by persons on land. 
The remarkable growth of this 
service has far exceeded the ex- 
pectations of the Department and 
those interested in its introduc- 
tion. The great increase in busin- 
ess from year to year and the ap- 
preciation of the service by mar- 
ine men has generally established 
water service as a permanent fea- 
ture of the Detroit Postal Institu- 
tion. 

This is the only service of its 
character in the United States and 
so far as the writer is able to 
learn, the only service of its kind 
in the world. 

The vessel serving as the float- 
ing post office is not owned by the 
Post Office Department, but is 
hired under contract for periods 
of four years at a time. There 
have been four different boats us- 
ed in this service since its incep- 
tion. The first was the Florence 
B., and following her the C. F. 
Bielman, Jr. Both of these were 
small steamers with a crew of pil- 
ot and engineer. The G. F. Becker 
which followed the Bielman was 
Diesel powered as is also the pre- 
sent one, the O. F. Mook. Boats of 
this kind can be controlled en- 
tirely from the pilot house and so 
require no engine room crew. 

The contractor supplies the 
crew to operate the boat as part of 
his contract; the post office merely 
assigning men to handle the mail, 
two to each watch. These men are 
picked from the letter carrier 
force and are generally ones who 
have been connected with what 
was formerly known as the U. S. 
Life Saving Service, or who have 
worked on commercial fishing 
craft or on lake freighters. Con- 
gress, recognizing the hazards of 
this employment has, by special 
act increased the salary of these 
men over that paid other letter 
carriers; its no job for a land lub- 
ber. 

The first year of this service in 
1895, forty-seven thousand pieces 
of mail were handled to and from 
passing vessels. In the year of 19- 
21, this service was increased to 
approximately 2,000,000 pieces of 
mail handled through this service. 
There are 600 to 700 boats which 
receive their mail through this 
service during each navigation 
season, and by their repeated trips 
back and forth about 25,000 deli- 
veries are made. This volume has 
increased only slightly since 1921. 

Among the mail handled are im- 
portant messages from headquart- 
ers of the steamship companies to 
the masters of the vessels, weath- 
er reports are delivered daily and 
these are important to seamen, 
especially in the fall of the year. 
Many telegrams are delivered— 
and three cents postage assures 
this service. Thousands of special 
delivery letters and parcel post 
packages are handled each year. 

It is estimated that the Detroit 
River Service supplies a floating 
population of approximately 52,- 
000 people. This service is contin- 
uous night and day from about 
April 15 to December 15 of each 
year, which covers the entire na- 
tches are received daily from the 
Roosevelt Park Annex. The mail 
is sorted to the different vessels by 
being placed in pigeon holes to 
await their arrival either up or 
down the river, as the case may 
be. The daily papers report the 
passage of down river boats from 
Sault Ste Marie, and the up river 
boats are reported from Lake Erie 
ports. These skilled men, knowing 
the speed of the various boats, can 
estimate their approximate time of 
passing from these reports and 
therefore are always prepared for 
deliveries. Most of the men en- 
gaged in this work have had pre- 
vious experiences on marine work 
and fully appreciate the anxiety 
that exists among the crews for 
news from loved ones at home or a

paper from the old home town. 
Never do they permit a boat to 
pass without making a delivery. 
This might best be illustrated by a 
recital of a real incident in this 
service. 

On one occasion when the tug 
was pulling out to make a deliv- 
ery, as does occur when more than 
one boat appears upon the scene 
at the same time, in some manner 
the carrier became entangled in 
his rope and was thrown into the 
water unnoticed by the tug. He 
made no outcry, but struggled in 
the water until the tug had com- 
pleted its work, and was then 
picked up by the tug. When asked 
why he did not give an alarm 
so that they might have come to 
his assistance sooner, his reply 
was “I was afraid you might miss 
the delivery.” The above story be- 
speaks of the risk these men will 
take at times in their faithfulness 
to duty which is no simple task in 
a storm at any time of the year, 
and especially is this true in the 
late fall when the ice is forming. 

Boats are easily recognized in 
the day time, but at night, espe- 
cially in a storm or fog, this is a 
difficult question, but mever do 
these stronghearted men fail in 
their duty. This requires courage, 
skill and good seamanship. A 
whistle code is in the understand- 
ing but seldom used—one long— 
one short—one long whistle ap- 
plies both ways. This call from 
the marine tug will bring the 
freighter to a stop as well as the 


freighter calling to the tug for 
service,

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MARINE POSTAL SERVICE 
ON THE DETROIT RIVER

oncoming ship, the carrier drop- 
ped into the rowboat and drifted 
alongside of the big ship. Stand- 
ing, he threw a rope to the anxi- 
ously awaiting mariner, who 
caught the tow and fastened it. 
The little rowboat gave a sudden 
jerk, when the slack of the rope 
was taken up by the moving 
freighter.’ This was one of the 
thrills of the service and many of 
the officials of the Post Office 
Department can tell of this ex- 
perience. The bucket was then 
lowered from the big freighter 
some fifteen or twenty feet above 
the small rowboat, although from 
the small boat, to one inexperien- 
ced, it looked like a skyscraper. 
The outgoing mail was then taken 
from the bucket and the delivery 
placed therein and the bucket 
hauled up to the deck of the big 
ship where eager eyes and hearts 
were waiting. The tow rope was 
then loosened and the marine car- 
rier either returned to his tug or 
if perchance another boat was ar- 
riving, just swung around to 
await its arrival and repeated the 
delivery as before. ’ 

It often happened that two 
boats arrived at the same time, 
going in different directions. In 
such cases, the rowboat would 
make one delivery while the tug 
performed at the other, steaming 
alongside the freighter while the 
operation was being executed. 

In order that mariners may en- 
joy every possible service, ar- 
rangements have also been made 
whereby money orders may be 
purchased through this _ service, 
without additional cost. All that 
becomes necessary for the pur- 
chaser is to make out the appli- 
cation, a supply of which is car- 
ried by all boats, enclose same in 
envelopeseavith letter, enclosing 
money and leaving envelope un- 
sealed. The carrier turns the en- 
velope in to the office, money or- 
der is issued, enclosed in enve- 
lope and mailed. On the return 
trip*of this boat receipt for money 
order will be delivered to pur- 
chaser. 

In the year 1913, by a special 
act of Congress, a suitable flag for 
this service was adopted. It is de- 
scribed as one of blue silk, cut in 
pennant shape, bearing the Amer- 
ican Eagle with armour breast, 
and the words, “United States 
Mail” inscribed in white letters. 

An average of one hundred and 
twenty-five boats pass this point 
daily, on which deliveries are 
made. In fact, it is very disap- 
pointing to the marine carriers 
not to have any mail for a pass- 
ing freighter; however, this sel- 
dom occurs. 

Since 1939 the Detroit Post Of- 
fice has provided a “Lake Sea- 
man’s Postal Guide” consisting of 
a placard about 15 inches square, 
advising postage rates and proper 
manner of handling mail to and 
from the vessels. These are main- 
tained as permanent equipment 
of the vessels and framed under 
glass for reference by the crews. 

Postmaster Roscoe B. Huston is 
an enthusiastic supporter of this 
branch of the service, and es- 
pecially commands same because 
of the comfort it brings to the 
men engaged in the commerce of 
the lakes. Many of these men 
sign contracts for the season with 
vessel owners and do not leave 
boats from beginning to close of 
the navigation season.

U. 5. Prints 300,000 Miles| 
Of Postage Stamps Yearly 





Mass production of printing 
from steel plates by the engraving 
process has been developed per- 
haps nowhere In the world to the 
entent it has by the U. S. Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, Wash- 
ington, D. C., where postage 
stamps roll from the Bureau’s en- 
graving presses so fast that a 
year’s printing of stamps, if they 
were laid end to end, would 
stretch more than 300,000 miles. 
Well over 19 billions of stamps are 
printed in a year, counting regul- 
ar issues and commemorfatives 


Mass Production 

Not all these stamps are printed 
rotary, of course. Many are print- 
ed on the battery of plate presses 
maintained by the Bureau, which 
in addition to being the world’s 
largest stamp factory is also the 
world’s greatest currency prod- 
ucing plant. But the rotary press, 
because it has brought mass pro- 
duction to the engraving proc- 
ess, is perhaps the most interest- 
ing from the viewpoint of persons 
in the Graphic Arts. It prints 400 
stamps to a sheet from a steel 
cylindrical plate 1914x21%” and 
was built on special order for the 
Bureau. 


Stamp: platemaking at the Bur- 
eau of Engraving is a meticulous 
and timetaking process. The mak- 
ing of plates as well as the orig- 
inal die for one stamp issue re- 
quires the greatest skill and tech- 
nique. The approximate time re- 
quired to engrave a special de- 
livery size stamp, 1.44x.84’’, is 100 
hours, it is pointed out by John 
C. Rout, of the Bureau staff, who 
is member of the Publications 
Committee, Share Your Know- 
ledge Review, International Assn. 
of Printing House Craftsmen. 


The original die is engraved | 
upon a soft steel block four inches 
square and one-fourth inch thick. 
The die then is hardened and sent 
to the siderography department, 
where it is used to impress, under 
tremendous pressure, three images 
of the stamp design upon a soft 
roller, This roller in turn is sub- 
jected to a hardening process and 
then is used to impress multiple 
images of the original die upon the 
steel plate that is to go on the 
press for actual printing of the 
stamp sheets. 


For the rotary press 400 true 
duplicates of the original die, ex- 
actly spaced to the thousandth of 
an inch, are impressed upon the 
plate. After the stamp images have 
been transferred, 41 electric eye 
dashes .03” wide and .32” long 
are transferred to the center of the 
plate to insure register and the 
back of the plate then is rolled 
to flatten the burrs caused by the 
transferring process. After being 
planed to its proper’ thickness 
gripper slots are cut in the edge 
of the plate to hold it to the cylin- 
der and it is then bent to it’s 
printing diameter, and the joint 
scraped to an exact fit. Hardened 
and placed on the cylinder, the 
plate is ground to form a contin-

Paper Fed From Roll 

Paper is fed from a roll and 
the press, in its various operations, 
wets, prints, gums and dries the 
paper and rolls the printed stamps 
upon another spindle at the end 
of the machine, at the rate of 1,- 
200 sheets of 400 stamps an hour. 
Between inking and impression 
the cylindrical plate is wiped free 
of surplus ink by an automatic 
paper wiper which is fed from 
another roll. 


Perforating and cutting of the 
stamp sheets is a separate opera- 








tion. Printed stamp rolls are fed 
into a perforating machine which 
has an electric eye control, The 
41 electric eye dashes in the cen- 
ter of the sheet, previously refer- 
red to, guide the perforating 
wheels between the stamps.
